lakoratory will enable Pomona 
college scientists to continue re- 
search begun in German Jlabora- 
tories during the war on the uses 
of carbon monoxide and other 
gases employed in the production 
of dyes and drugs, President E. 
Wilson Lyon announced here to- 
day. 

Funds for the laboratory were 
given the college in memory of 
First Lieut. Frederick A. Schmidt, 
who was killed in Germany during 
World War II. 

The data on previous German 
experiments became available to 
American scientists through the 
release of prints of Army micro- 
films photographed in leading Ger- 
man wartime laboratories. The 
photographs were made b special 
Army squads assigned to secure 
these records before they could be 
destroyed. 

The new equipment, consisting 
of a catalytic “bomb” chamber 
and supplementary regulating 
equipment, can develop pressures 
as high as’ 15,000 pounds per

Research Lab To 
Drug Experiment 


square inch and temperatures of 
500 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Prime feature of the laboratory 
is the “bomb” itself, a vessel re- 
sembling a heavy 75-mm_ shell 
case which is made of a special 
steel in which chemical reactions 
involving carbon monoxide under 
these high pressures and tempera- 
tures can be set up. Ordinary in- 
dustrial steel disolves under such 
extreme conditions, chemists have 
discovered. 

Though intended primarily for 
research use, the new laboratory 
also will be used to provide facil- 
ities for underzraduate instruc- 
tion in this field of chemistry. 

The gift establishing the labora- 
tory was made in honor of the 
late Frederick Arthur Schmidt. 
son of Mrs. Arthur A. Schmidt of 
Los Angeles, a/ graduate of the 
Eagle Rock high school and one- 
time student at the University of 
California and the University of 
Hawaii. 

Lieut. Schmidt was killed by 
machine gun fire while leading a 
patrol into the Siegfried line near 
Lorsheim, Germany, on Feb. 17,

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War of Ideologies Gains Momentum 
In Europe. What Is Our Answer? 


The war of ideologies continues to gain momentum in 
Europe daily. The abdication of King Michael in Romania 
is the most recent example of the success with which Com- 
munist-dominated groups are operating overseas. 

Here in America we offer as an alternative the Marshall 
plan—an honest attempt to stem the tide of Communism and 
the increasing power that it gives to the Soviet Union. But 
how much further we will go no one seems to know or 
ventures to predict. 

. .We've heard it said that a firm policy towards Russia is 
whist is needed and most Americans seem to subscribe to 
that-belief. But just how “firm” are we going to be? What 
would we do, for example, if Soviet forces were to overrun 
Greece and establish a puppet government there? Ory in 
Italy? Or in France? 

Most of us probably haven't thought that far ahead, just 
as we refused to even consider a “Pearl Harbor” until the 
very, day it happened in 1941. It was not a pleasant Ppros- 
pect and neither is the expanding shadow of the Russian 
bear over Europe in 1948. 

Just how far is the Stalin government prepared to go? | 
None of us are sure. One can never be too positive of what | 
another country is thinking or what its leaders are planning 
for their people. It would be helpful to know what the 
‘Russian people are really thinking but can we ever Know 
‘when Pravda is their only voice? 

t The United States has a foreign policy, it’s true. | 
a general one and it merely says we are against Com- | 
munism in any shape or form not only at home but abroad 
as_ well. 

What do we propose to do about it? Provide food and 
sif@iter for Europe so that its people will not be tempted by 
the “Red” fruits being dangled before them. But what if 
they are in spite of all we do and Communism envelopes 
the whole of Europe. What then? 

It is perhaps too difficult of a question to answer right 
now. But it bears some thought for the day when the answer 
must be made may not be as far in the dim distant future as 
we might like to think.

Did you know thae your library 
has an index to magazine material, 
so that you may locate material 
you need in back isue? 


This is called ‘The Readers’ 
Guide to Periodical Literature,” 
and is shelved in the south room, 
just around the corner from the 
fromt door. Students working on 
current subjects will find this 
especially useful, as will club wom- 
en, also. If you are at loss as to 
how to use this valuable index, one 
of the assistants at the desk will 
be glad ‘to explain it to you. 

Mystery and Western fans will 
be interested to know that these 
two kinds of fiction have been 
interfiled with the regular ficion. 
The newest books in these two 
classes are now separated and 
Shelved in a special book case as 
you enter the library. The symbol 
*“M’ for Mystery and ‘W’ Lor West- 
ern, is marked clearly on the back 
of each. book which is interfiled 
with the regular fiction. If you 
have your favorite authors, look 
for them in the regular fiction in 
alphabetical position. If you have 
no favorite authors, just run your 
eye along the books to catch the 
*‘M’s’ and the ‘W’s’. 

The reason for this change is 
that the Mystery and Western 
section was becoming so full that 
there was no room to add new 
itles. By shelving ali fiction to- 
gether, the library gains consider- 


able shelf space. By shelving all 
the fiction together, the library | 


also saves time, as well as space, 
as the Pages who do the shelving 
do not have to separate the differ- 
ent kinds of fiction but can shelve 
them quickly 1n one single alpha- 
bet. 

Because the library has no place 
which can be set aside as a ’teen- 
ager’s room, the ’teen age books 
(sports, school and college, mod- 
aviation, career and young mod- 
ern) are still shelved separately. 
When we get that much talked 
of new library building, the ’teen 
agers will have a room to them- 
selves where they may use the 
library in their own inimitable 
way, without being disturbed.

with a “strong California 
flavor,” Helen Heffernan. who 
has been elementary schools 


officer on General MacArthur's 
staff, declared today. 

Miss Heffernan reported back 
to her job as assistant division 
chief in charge of eiementary 
education of the state depart- 
ment of education. She has been 
on leave since October, 1946. 

“Our job was to democratize 
the Japanese _ elementary 
schools,” Miss Heffernan said. 
“The textbooks, for instance, 
were ultra militaristic and ultra 
nationalistic. We had to revise 
them to eliminate propaganda. 
We set up courses of study with 
educational procedure to pro- 
duce citizens of a new demo- 
cracy. There is new a course in 
every schoo! and in the hands 
of every child and teacher. 

“IT may be naive about it, 
but I think there is a genuine 
and sincere acceptance of demo- 
cracy in Japan and I met many, 
many people who were not at 
all sympathetic with the war 
time military regime.”

NEW YORK #—The whole 
North American continent has 
had a bad case of jitters for= the 
past two weeks—and it. has 
nothing to do with holiday. ¢ele- 
brating. 

The shaking of the earth is 
weather palsy—‘“miscroseisms” in 
scientific language—says Father 
Joseph J. Lynch, Fordham Uni- 
versity’s earthquake expert. 

“Tt’s probably the worst it’s 
been in history,” the seismologist 
said last night. “‘There’s been a 
sustained vibration of the whole 
continent for two weeks.” 

Father Lynch, whose earth- 
quake recording instruments have 
| been on a binge, explained that 
the continual rockings of the 
earth are caused by heavy storm 
conditions and weather changes:

“Total of 9.207 Receive Duplicate 
Social Security Cards During “d] 


A total of 9,207 residents of 
San Bernardino, Riverside, Inyo, 
Mono and the Pomona area of Los 
Angeles county were issued dupli- 
cate social security account num- 
ber cards during 1947. 

According to J. H. Johnson, 
manager of the San Bernardino 
field office of the Social Security 
Administration, 3,816 of the total 
number of duplicates issued were 
to women who had married since 
receiving their original cards. 

All married women whose cards 
show their maiden names should 
have their social security cards 
changed to show their present 
married name, Mr. Johnson warn- 
ed. 

Workers who do not have their 
present names on their social 
security cards may lose wage 
credits on their social security 
wage records, because it frequent- 
ly is impossible to post wage ac- 
counts weher the employer reports 
a name that does not agree with 
the name of the original card. 

Mr. Johnson stated that it was 
interesting to note that fewer 


original account numbers were be- | 


ing issued than duplicates. During 
1947 the San Bernardino office 
issued 6.973 original account num- 
ber cards. 

Original account numbers, dup- 
licate account number cards and 
change of records can be obtained 
by calling in person or writing to 
Mr. Johnson’s office located at 
355 D street, San Bernardino.
